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To meet the objection* of tbe Lake 
Hopatcoug and Greenwood Lake owd- 
era. It I* understood, an amendment has 
been made to tbe original abandonment 
bill providing that under tbe abandon¬ 
ment plan the oompauy 1* not to acquire 
for any other uee any water or other 
right*, without purcbaae. It doe* uot 
now enjoy for canal purpoaaa. 

Under the company’* charter a dam 
fourteen feet blgt waa built at Lake 
Bopatcong many year* ago. raising tbe 
water of that lake and Inundating sev¬ 
eral hundred acre*. It la olalmed by 
tbe canal eompany that It baa tbe right 
to draw tb* water* of tbe lake down to 
tbe bottom of tbe dam for canal pur¬ 
poses. If allowed to divert tb* water 
to other uee and drain the lake to that 
silent, th# Hopatcorg owner* aay. Ibe 
caLal people could ruin llopstcong a* 
a aummer resort. Tts bill Intro¬ 
duced Wednesday will allow Ibla to he 
done If the company can auetaln It* 
claim that It has the right to do >0 now 
lor tbe purpose of (redlog'tbe oanal. 

Moat of tb* right of way and other 
property along the canal route war ac¬ 
quired by the canal company by con¬ 
demnation, entrance and seizure.

The Indicator from 
PtoButx Hose house was taken up to Ex¬ 
celsior Hoee bouse and the one from the 
latter house brought to Phcealx Hose 
bouse The exchsuge was productive 
of a still more myatlfylog result. The 
Phcenlx Indicator would not work right 
lo Excelsior Hose bouse, but the Excel 
slor Indicator worked all right In Phoe¬ 
nix Hose house. Then an exchange of 
Indicators oetween Eeaex Truck bouse 
and Excelsior Hose bouse waa toted, 
with tbe same strange result. Then It 
was plain to the Buperlntecdent that 
there waa aome 'monkey' work going 
on. and be found out that the indicator 
worked all right, hut as soon as tbe 
right alarm was Indicated on the occa¬ 
sion of a Ire. and before the firemeo got

Ur It lee and negligence of tbe licensed 
scavenger*. There were five persons 
Mr. Moore said, licensed by tbe Board 
of Health to collect ashes and garbage, 
but there appeared te be a lack of 
systematic work on tht part of the 
parties licensed. Ha waa of the opinion 
that a much better system oould be 
developed by co-operation on tbe part 
of tbe Connell and tbe Board of Health 
In tbe matter, and he suggested a Co ti¬ 
er e nee between sommttta** of the two 
bodies over th* eubjeot- Tbe oltlseos, 
be said, were entitled to better service 
and there abould be aome way of bold¬ 
ing tb4 collector* aeoouotable for the 
work they undertook to do. 

Chairman Peterson oalled attention 
to the manner In which aahe* and 
garbage were disposed of In this town, 
and cited a nalaaocs and disgrace 
occasioned by tbe method In vogue at 
a garbage dump at tbe foot of Nelson 
Street la Witnessing. John Hyde’s lot 
In Myrtle Street Is another local gar- 
bags dump that la a eource of nuisance 
near Wataeaalng Centre. 

Mr. Moere spoke at considerable 
length on tbe matter of keeping aabee 
and garbarge separate, and said tbe law 
now enforced lo other town* with 
respect to tbe same ought to be put In 
strict operation here. Ashes, h « aald 
were useful, and unobjectionable aa 
filing material, but when garbage was 
mixed with them a dangerous tnefiace 
$o public health waa created. 
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
